Louise  Britton  Macphail 

Mrs.  Macphail  died  on  the  morning  of  the  Installation,  and 
there  are  few  of  the  Alumnae  for  whom  remembrance  of  the  day 
will  not  always  be  associated  with  a  sense  of  deep  personal  loss. 
For  Mrs.  Macphail  belonged  to  three  generations  of  Queen’s  women, 
— her  contemporaries,  the  war  generation  who  loved  her  as  a  Dean 
of  Residence,  and  all  those  of  recent  years  whom  the  hospitality 
of  her  home  had  embraced. 

Of  the  class  of  1888,  she  left  college  before  attaining  her  degree. 
After  her  marriage  to  the  Reverend  Donald  Macphail,  Arts  ’88, 
Theology  ’90,  she  served  in  his  ministries  in  Picton,  Ontario,  Frank 
and  Pincher  Creek,  Alberta,  and  Cayuga.  From  the  latter  town  she 
came  back  to  Queen’s  as  Dean  of  the  Avonmore,  when  Mr.  Macphail 
went  overseas  as  Chaplain  with  the  Seaforth  Highlanders,  and  while 
her  two  daughters,  Mary  Macphail  Chown  (B.A.  T7)  and  Katherine 
Macphail  Third  (’20)  were  at  the  LTniversity. 

Mrs.  Macphail,  who  had  lived  through  the  horror  of  the  Frank 
landslide  which  occurred  during  Mr.  Macphail’s  pastorate  there, 
faced  bleak  tragedy  again  with  her  husband’s  death  in  the  torpedoing 
of  the  Llandovery  Castle  in  the  last  year  of  the  war.  Only  last  year, 
when  she  might  have  been  thought  to  have  paid  more  than  one 
life’s  arrears  of  suffering,  the  death  of  her  youngest  sister,  Mildred 
Britton  Brock,  (B.A.  ’98)  and  her  brother-in-law,  Dean  Brock,  in 
an  aeroplane  accident  exacted  heavy  toll  again  from  that  happiest 
of  natures,  already  weakened  by  an  illness,  the  recurrence  of  which 
caused  her  death  this  autumn. 
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She  was  buried  from  Chalmers  Church,  Kingston,  on  Saturday, 
October  10th,  in  the  family  plot  at  Cataraqui,  and  the  Queen’s  women 
were  not  few  who  in  their  sorrow  blessed  the  privilege  of  being  in 

Kingston  that  day.  She  would  have  been  happy  to  have  known  that 

three  of  her  good  friends,  Principal  Kent,  Professor  Shaw  and  Dr. 
Brown  would  care  for  her  last  going  forth  from  the  church  she 
had  so  loved.  Others  than  Professor  Shaw  thanked  Almighty  God 
with  him  for  “her  hilarity,  her  Christian  hilarity  of  spirit”,  and  all 
could  pray  with  Dr.  Brown  for  kindly  harbouring  for  one  who 
“had  made  gaiety  gayer,  burdens  lighter,  and  brought  comfort  to 

sorrowing  wherever  she  had  passed”,  and  who  “had  done  good  by 
stealth  and  sorrowed  to  have  it  known”. 

Just  as  her  funeral  was  leaving  the  Church,  the  blare  of  the 
Queen’s  band  suddenly  sounded  as,  headed  by  the  freshmen  in  their 
Scottish  tarns,  victorious  hordes  of  Queen’s  new  youth,  jubilant  over 
McGill,  burst  into  Barrie  Street.  A  moment’s  flare  of  music,  and 

then,  silence.  Some  way,  one  felt  that  she  would  not  have  minded 
that  intrusion,  but  rather  would  have  thrilled  to  the  thought  of  young 
Queen’s,  exuberant  and  triumphant,  seeing  her  some  part  on  her  way. 

*  *  *  * 

There  was  one  like  her  before,  her  sister  Mildred  Brock.  We 
shall  not  see  anyone  like  them  again.  In  her  there  was  an  incredible 
blend  of  complete  selflessness  with  great  strength  of  character,  and 
not  the  least  of  that  strength  was  the  natural  simplicity  of  the  woman. 
Mrs.  Macphail  was  never  anything  but  herself, — open  and  generous 
of  mind,  eager  and  happy  of  spirit,  seeing  the  foibles  and  vagaries 
of  life  with  clear  vision  but  meeting  them  with  loving  kindness. 
That  loving  kindness  was  of  a  part  with  a  nature  that  gloried  in 
the  knowledge  and  love  of  God.  That  faith  was  the  source  of  her 
indomitable  courage,  for  life  had  not  always  been  careful  of  her — ■ 
and  perhaps  that  is  why  sympathy  flowed  from  her,  wave  on  wave, 
and  the  weary,  the  distressed,  and  the  broken,  of  unrecorded  names 
and  places,  knew  her  and  called  her  blessed.  And,  of  them  all, 
Queen’s  women,  scattered  through  this  land,  in  home  and  school 
and  office,  will  not  be  ashamed  to  weep  for  one  who  finding  them, 
young,  uncertain,  fumbling  in  a  strange  new  world,  gathered  them 
in  strong  arms  of  understanding  and  guided  their  feet  more  surely 
upon  the  way  to  poise  and  peace. 

One  can  almost  hear  her  say  now,  “Oh!  girls!  are  you  saying 
these  things  about  me?  I  never  heard  such  nonsense!”  For,  like 
all  the  truly  great,  she  lived  and  died  with  no  knowledge  whatever 
of  her  own  greatness. 
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Craine — Dr.  Agnes  D.  Craine  was  born  in  Smiths  Falls  on  October  9th, 
1861.  She  was  educated  in  the  Public  and  High  Schools  there; 
she  taught  school  for  several  years,  then  entered  Queen’s  Uni¬ 
versity  in  October  1884,  graduating  in  1888  with  the  degrees 
of  M.D.,  C.M.  Proceeding  in  Britain  she  took  the  degrees  of 
L.R.C.P.  and  S.  in  Edinburgh  and  London.  She  studied  also 
at  Dr.  Bilroth’s  English  clinic  in  Vienna.  After  her  return  to 
Canada  Dr.  Craine  practised  medicine  in  Smiths  Falls,  where  she 
lived  for  the  remainder  of  her  life. 

She  died  on  February  26th,  the  last  member  of  her  family, 
In  her  will  she  bequeathed  her  estate  to  Queen’s  University 
as  a  tribute  to  the  late  beloved  principal,  Dr.  Grant,  who  was 
the  first  to  open  the  way  for  women  to  enter  and  complete  their 
medical  course  in  Canada. 

Surely  she  could  say  with  Pasteur,  “What  can  I  say  for  my 
instructor?  What  have  I  done  for  my  country?  Until  the  time 
comes  when  you  may  have  the  immense  happiness  of  thinking 
that  you  have  contributed  in  some  way  to  the  progress  and  to 
the  good  of  humanity,  no  answer  will  suffice.  But,  whether 
our  efforts  are  or  are  not  favoured  by  life,  let  us  be  able  to 
say  when  we  come  near  the  Great  Goal,  ‘I  have  done  what  I 
could’.” 

Blezard — On  January  6th,  in  Kingston,  Mrs.  J.  A.  Blezard  (Ethel  G. 
Wilder,  Arts  ’18)  wife  of  Dr.  J.  A.  Blezard  of  Edmonton,  Alberta, 
passed  away  after  a  lengthy  illness.  Mrs.  Blezard  was  born 
in  Kingston  in  1891  and  attended  both  public  and  high  schools 
in  the  city.  She  entered  Queen’s  in  1914  and  was  graduated  four 
years  later.  In  1919  she  married  Dr.  Blezard  and  moved  to 
Edmonton,  where  she  lived  until  shortly  before  her  death.  She 
took  an  active  part  in  church  work  there,  and  will  be  greatly 
missed  by  her  friends. 

La  Rush — First  person  in  Canada  to  supply  the  medical  profession  with 
preparations  for  treatment  of  hay  fever  and  asthma,  Mrs.  Florence 
Madelle  La  Rush  (Florence  M.  Johnson,  Arts  ’15)  died  suddenly  in 
Toronto  on  January  24th,  following  an  operation.  For  her  work 
in  connection  with  flower  pollens  causing  hay  fever,  she  was 
made  an  associate  member  of  the  Toronto  Academy  of  Medicine. 
Mrs.  La  Rush  was  born  in  Kingston,  attended  the  Collegiate 
Institute  there,  and  received  her  B.A.  from  Queen’s  in  1915.  She 
carried  on  postgraduate  work  at  the  University  of  Toronto, 
specializing  in  Botany,  and  obtained  her  M.A.  degree  there  in 
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1931.  From  1921-1934  she  was  associated  with  the  Department  of 
Soldiers’  Civil  Re-establishment,  first  at  Connaught  Laboratories 
and  later  at  Christie  Street  Hospital.  Upon  the  abolition  of  the 
department  in  1934  she  entered  the  commercial  field. 

Scharf — Rosalind  Jones  Scharf,  a  graduate  of  ’36  and  a  member  of 
the  Douglas  Library  Staff  died  suddenly  in  the  Kingston  General 
Hospital  on  December  6th.

SINCE  the  last  Alumnae  News  went  to  press  there  has 
been  launched  in  Canada  an  enterprise  of  peculiar  in¬ 
terest  to  university  graduates.  Because  it  is  too  new 
yet  to  have  come  to  the  attention  of  all  Queen’s  Alumnae, 
I  venture  to  make  it  the  subject  of  this  brief  article,  in  the 
hope  that  it  may  answer  a  question  in  the  minds  of  more 
than  one  or  two  members  of  the  Association. 

Canadians  have  been  forced  to  take  a  graver  interest 
in  foreign  affairs  this  year  than  heretofore  because  of  the 
growing  tension  in  Europe  and  the  rising  tide  of  armaments 
in  all  parts  of  the  world.  Thus  throughout  the  Dominion 
there  has  been  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  number  of  study 
clubs  on  current  world  events.  Individual  reading,  also, 
shows  the  same  trend.  The  House  of  Commons  has  faithfully 
mirrored  public  interest  in  this  respect.  Never  before  in 
time  of  peace  have  Canadian  members  of  Parliament  de¬ 
voted  so  much  attention  to  the  subject  of  war  and  to  dis¬ 
cussions  of  how  to  deal  with  it.  And  debates  in  the  House, 
in  turn,  have  served  to  stimulate  even  wider  interest  in  foreign 
affairs  in  the  country  itself. 
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Now  Canada,  still  in  the  main  a  pioneer  land,  has  ade¬ 
quate  library  facilities  only  in  sections  which  have  been 
settled  for  150  years  or  more — and  here  only  in  the  chief 
centers  of  population.  Elsewhere  libraries,  if  they  exist  at 
all,  are  far  from  having  attained  the  standards  desired  by 
librarians  themselves,  who  struggle  still  in  many  cases  under 
the  most  discouraging  handicaps.  In  some  regions  a  semi¬ 
literate  population  makes  the  very  establishment  of  libraries 
problematical ;  in  others  the  pressure  of  circumstance  prevents 
normal  growth  of  libraries  already  established,  since  members 
of  the  community  have  found  a  mere  subsistence  difficult  to 
win.  Without  public  funds  for  books,  without  leisure  for 
reading,  without  traditions  which  encourage  reading,  many 
communities  are  in  a  situation  to  which  even  college  gradu¬ 
ates  have  capitulated,  resigning  themselves  far  too  frequently 
to  lives  in  which  reading  plays  an  almost  negligible  part. 
A  tour  of  Canada  reveals  how  extraordinarily  large  is  the 
number  of  towns  in  which  the  establishment  of  a  library  is 
not  even  a  matter  of  casual  interest  to  the  community. 

For  thousands  of  Canadians  it  has  thus  been  somewhat 
difficult  to  obtain  the  factual  information  they  now  seek  on 
international  affairs  or,  for  that  matter,  the  theoretical  dis¬ 
cussions  of  principles  that  should  govern  international  re¬ 
lationships  which  they  also  desire  to  study.  Regrettable 
though  the  situation  is,  it  is  scarcely  a  reproach  to  Canada. 
It  is  a  natural  result  of  the  sparseness  of  our  population  and 
the  heavy  physical  burden  laid  on  the  few  generations  which 
have  undertaken  to  open  up  in  so  short  a  period  so  vast  an 
area.  Yet  under  the  pressure  of  world  developments,  of  which 
they  learn  from  day  to  day  through  the  radio,  Canadians  are 
insisting  now  on  more  adequate  opportunities  for  reading. 

To  meet  this  growing  demand,  the  League  of  Nations 
Society  in  Canada  has  recently  undertaken  to  provide  the 
Dominion  with  a  specialized  literature  and  information  service 
on  international  affairs.  For  some  years,  it  is  true,  the  Society 
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has  already  been  acting  as  agent  for  publications  of  four  in¬ 
ternational  organizations — the  League  of  Nations  and  the 
International  Labour  Organization  at  Geneva,  the  Inter¬ 
national  Institute  of  Intellectual  Cooperation  in  Paris  and 
the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  in  Rome.  But  to 
satisfy  the  needs  of  Canadians  today  a  good  deal  else  is 
required,  to  supplement  the  fundamental,  official  studies 
issued  by  these  four  bodies.  The  Society  has  therefore 
arranged  to  have  its  literature  service  act,  also,  as  agent  for 
a  dozen  of  the  best-known  voluntary  organizations  publish¬ 
ing  in  English  in  the  field  of  international  affairs.  In  con¬ 
sequence  it  can  now  offer  study  groups  and  individual 
readers  a  wide  selection  of  material  to  suit  every  kind  of 
need.  Its  mail-order  department  has  been  the  dens  ex  machina 
that  has  saved  the  day  for  many  a  thirteen-year-old  orator 
or  debater.  It  has  meant  much  to  candidates  for  high  school 
entrance  examinations  where  these  have  had  the  forethought 
to  ask  in  advance,  as  did  a  young  lady  in  the  West  for  “some¬ 
thing  on  current  events  to  help  me  through  my  school  work”. 
The  literature  service  has  been  a  boon,  too,  to  professors  of 
sociology,  to  Women’s  Institute  leaders,  to  teachers  of  in¬ 
ternational  law,  to  members  of  Parliament,  to  school  teachers 
in  every  grade,  to  young  men  taking  their  university  courses 
extra-murally,  to  the  lean  men  of  the  prairies  engaged  in 
personal  arguments  around  a  sheet-iron  stove  on  long  winter 
evenings  —  ministers,  leaders  of  young  people’s  societies, 
public  lecturers,  welfare  workers,  invalids,  civil  servants, 
architects,  doctors,  nurses,  agronomists,  bankers  and  lawyers 
— all  have  found  it  to  their  advantage  to  use  the  Literature 
Service  frequently. 

There  are  few  populated  regions  in  Canada  where  there 
is  not  at  least  one  university  woman  devoting  her  leisure 
time  to  the  development  of  an  intelligent  community  interest 
in  international  affairs,  with  a  view  to  advancing'  the  cause 
of  peace.  To  such  women  as  these  the  Literature  Service  of 
the  League  of  Nations  Society  is  intended  to  be  a  constant 
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friend  and  never-failing  source  of  suggestions  and  aid.  They 
are  encouraged  to  describe  the  special  needs  of  their  respective 
communities  and  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  officers  of  the 
Literature  Service  in  order  to  take  prompt  advantage  of 
newly  published  studies  particularly  adapted  to  their  own 
needs.  All  are  invited  to  make  use  of  the  service,  whether 
members  of  the  League  of  Nations  Society  or  not. 

Although  headquarters  of  the  Literature  Service  are  at 
Ottawa,  branch  Literature  Centers  have  sprung  up  since 
September  in  Moncton,  Montreal,  Toronto,  Winnipeg,  Cal¬ 
gary  and  Vancouver,  while  other  cities  are  preparing  to  add 
to  the  list.  The  service  will  grow  only  as  it  is  used.  Every 
university  woman  is  urged  to  draw  on  its  resources  without 
hesitation  whenever  she  is  in  need  of  assistance,  no  matter 
how  slight.  More  particularly,  every  Queen’s  woman  who 
lives  in  a  community  where  interest  in  international  affairs 
has  outgrown  local  library  resources  is  urged  to  collaborate 
with  national  headquarters  of  the  Literature  Service  in  creat¬ 
ing  a  local  literature  center.  This  is  a  project  of  adult  educa¬ 
tion  in  which  it  is  impossible  to  have  too  many  collaborators. 
The  Literature  Service  will  be  glad  to  hear  from  all  who 
have  suggestions  to  offer  about  local  opportunities  in  any 
part  of  the  Dominion. 


Some  Books  of  the  Past  Year

FROM  Santayana’s  “The  Last  Puritan’’  to  “Gone  with 
the  Wind”  is  a  far  cry  in  popular  fiction  but  such  is 
the  public’s  choice  for  this  year.  If  length  is  any 
standard  it  would  seem  that  readers  are  taking  their  novels 
more  seriously.  The  publications  of  the  year  make  an  in¬ 
teresting  list  and  the  mere  fact  that  the  best  sellers  are  by 
such  writers  as  Aldous  Huxley,  George  Santayana  and 
Charles  Morgan  is  an  indication  of  the  immense  increase 
in  reading  of  a  serious  nature. 
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There  is  a  certain  similarity  between  three  of  the  out¬ 
standing  novels,  “Sparkenbroke”,  “Eyeless  in  Gaza”  and 
“The  Last  Puritan”.  The  central  figure  in  each  is  a  man 
of  unusual  interest  and  ability,  a  little  apart  from  his  fellows, 
who  lives  by  his  own  philosophy.  This  philosophy  is 
developed  and  explained  in  each  instance  and  even  with 
the  sophisticate  Huxley,  admits  of  hope  for  the  future. 

Huxley  and  Morgan  provide  striking  contrasts  in  point 
of  style  and  feeling.  The  former  is  modern  to  his  fingertips 
and  even  uses  the  shifting  scenes  of  the  motion  picture  to 
achieve  his  effects.  His  writing  has  a  power  and  beauty 
of  expression  that  gives  life  to  the  novel  even  more  than 
do  his  sharply  etched  characterizations.  Morgan  gives  a 
sympathetic  interpretation  of  the  modern  poet  which  might 
have  been  written  by  the  poet  himself.  The  selections  of 
poetry  are  in  complete  harmony  and  the  book  seems  to  take 
on  something  of  the  vigour  and  charm  of  Sparkenbroke’s 
verse.  The  author  gives  us  an  elaboration  of  the  eternal 
triangle,  but  interest  focuses  rather  on  the  characters  than 
on  the  plot. 

“Gone  with  the  Wind”  is  quite  apart  from  these  three. 
It  is  readable  because  of  its  vitality,  the  scope  of  its  canvas 
and  above  all  as  a  realistic  picture  of  the  South  after  the 
American  Civil  War.  Miss  Mitchell’s  book  will  inevitably 
be  compared,  and  to  its  advantage  to  the  recently  popular, 
“So  Red  the  Rose”.  The  central  characters  Scarlet  O’Hara 
and  Rhett  Butler  are  audacious  but  charming  rogues,  both 
out  for  all  they  can  get. 

Miss  Mitchell  has  had  an  astounding  success  with  her 
first  novel  for  it  is  far  superior  to  this  year’s  efforts  by  the 
recognized  novelists.  Walpole’s  “A  Prayer  for  my  Son”  and 
Priestley’s  “They  Walk  in  the  City”  have  disappointed  their 
readers,  while  Mazo  de  la  Roche  and  Lloyd  Douglas  have 
elaborated  themes  which  have  already  been  fully  developed 
in  their  previous  novels. 
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In  non-fiction,  John  Gunther’s  “Inside  Europe"  has 
caught  and  held  public  interest.  Current  events  are  always 
our  first  concern  and  Gunther  tells  us  what  was  behind  the 
events  of  the  twenties  and  thirties.  He  takes  us  behind  the 
scenes  in  the  capitals  of  Europe.  The  novelty  of  its  ap¬ 
pearance  and  the  extreme  youth  of  the  authors  made  “Eleven 
Years  around  the  World”  by  Patience,  Richard  and  John 
Abbe  an  instant  success.  The  candid  statements  of  these 
children  about  Europe  and  its  great  ones  are  refreshing  but 
perhaps  a  little  precocious.  In  my  opinion  it  will  not  have 
a  lasting  success. 


People  who  do  things  are  always  interesting  and  so 
we  find  Negley  Farson’s  “The  Way  of  a  Transgressor”, 
Freuchen’s  “Arctic  Adventure”  and  Heiser’s  “An  American 
Doctor’s  Odyssey”  among  the  popular  non-fiction.  Probably 
the  most  interesting  news  in  the  literary  world  is  the 
appearance  of  G.  K.  Chesterton’s  Autobiography,  finished 
shortly  before  his  death. 


In  analysing  the  year’s  production  we  find  that  travel 
and  biography  lead  in  popularity  among  non-fiction  and  in 
fiction  there  is  a  definite  trend  toward  the  more  serious  and 
philosophic  novel. 


Robert  Charles  Wallace 

Eleventh  Principal  of  Queen’s

ON  October  9th,  1936,  in  an  impressive  and  colourful 
ceremony  in  Grant  Hall,  Robert  Charles  Wallace  was 
installed  as  eleventh  principal  of  the  University,  and 
Queen  s  turned  another  page  in  her  long  history,  turned 
it  in  the  same  Scottish  tradition  in  which  all  her  story  thus 
far,  has  run.  For  Dr.  Wallace  is  a  man  of  the  Orkneys, 
born  and  bred  in  the  Islands,  and  educated  at  Scottish  in¬ 
stitutions,  Durness  and  Kirkwall  Burgh  Schools  and  Edin¬ 
burgh  L  niversity.  The  background  of  plain  living,  sound 
thinking,  and  strong  endeavour,  for  which  his  native  islands 
are  known,  accords  with  much  that  is  best  in  the  story  of 
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Queen’s,  has  much  in  common  with  the  home  life  and  back¬ 
grounds  of  many  of  the  students  over  whom  Dr.  Wallace 
will  preside.  For  Queen's  has  ever  drawn  much  of  her  finest 
life  from  the  countryside  and  villages  of  Canada,  from  the 
pleasant  valleys  and  farm  homes  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  “the 
Island”,  from  the  Eastern  Counties  of  Ontario,  from  the  Bruce 
and  Huron  peninsula.  And  these  remain,  predominantly, 
areas  of  small  and  scattered  communities,  least  urbanized 
of  all  the  older  provinces,  where  education  is  still  prized 
greatly  for  its  own  worth,  where  hard  working  parents,  of 
modest  means,  look  earnestly  to  the  privilege  of  Queen’s 
for  their  children,  and  where  those  children,  in  most  cases, 
must  do  much  of  their  own  efforts  to  realize  what  is  more 
than  a  mere  ambition, — it  is  the  family  tradition  “to  go  to 
Queen's”.  As  Chancellor  Dafoe,  of  Manitoba,  said  at  the 
inaugural  dinner, — “Wallace  and  Queen’s  were  made  for 
each  other :  my  wonder  is  that  they  have  been  so  long  in 
coming  together”. 

So,  it  was  in  a  background  that  is  closely  akin  to  the 
spirit  and  mould  of  Queen’s  that  Dr.  Wallace  spent  his  early 
years,  and  from  a  University  that  has  already  contributed 
richly  to  Queen’s,  that  his  first  degrees  were  obtained, — 
his  Master  of  Arts  in  1901,  his  Bachelor  of  Science  in  1907 
and  his  Doctor  of  Science  in  1912.  At  St.  Andrew’s,  from 
whose  system  of  studies,  Queen’s,  too,  has  drawn,  Dr. 
Wallace  spent  some  time  in  post  graduate  work,  though  his 
doctorate  in  philosophy  was  taken  at  Goettingen  in  1909. 

So  equipped  in  the  best  schools  of  the  old  world,  Dr. 
Wallace,  in  his  thirtieth  year  came  to  Canada  and  went 
West,  as  lecturer  in  geology  and  mineralogy  at  Manitoba. 
So  rapidly  did  he  identify  himself  with  the  opening  north- 
land  of  the  western  province  that  in  1918  he  was  made 
Commissioner  of  Northern  Manitoba,  and  later  Commissioner 
of  Mines,  as  the  barely  suspected  mineral  wealth  of  the 

“wheat”  province  was  opened  up,  due,  in  no  small  part,  to 
his  knowledge  and  enterprise.  In  1928  he  was  called  to 
Alberta  as  president  of  the  University,  from  which  port 
he  comes  to  Queen’s. 
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As  a  scientist,  as  an  administrator,  as  a  citizen,  Dr. 
Wallace  has  been  a  force  in  the  West.  His  published  works 
range  from  studies  in  “Isomorphism"  to  “A  Liberal  Educa¬ 
tion  in  a  Modern  World”.  His  presidencies  have  included 
those  of  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Mining  and  Metallurgy, 
the  Manitoba  Educational  Association,  and  the  Association 
of  Canadian  Clubs.  He  is  as  well  known  in  Northern  mining 
camps  as  on  the  floor  of  the  Assembly  of  the  United  Church 
of  Canada  to  which  he  has  been  Commissioner.  Master  of 
the  sciences,  and  of  the  arts,  he  brings  to  the  study  of  his 
problems,  the  thorough  approach  of  the  practical  scientist, 
and  the  keen  perception  of  the  born  student,  while  all  his 
public  utterances  reveal  the  rich,  literary  appreciation  of 
the  man  of  letters. 

In  vigorous  middle  life,  Dr.  Wallace  is  entrusted  with 
the  wellbeing  of  the  University  as  Queen’s  nears  the  century 
mark  of  her  service  to  Canada.  Slight  of  build,  clear-cut  of 
feature,  reticent  rather  than  otherwise,  but  with  that  quiet 
assurance  and  sense  of  humour  that  speak  of  a  finely  poised 
life,  Dr.  Wallace  conveys  to  the  Queen’s  graduate  of  an 
earlier  year,  something  of  the  dignity  and  strength  of 
Gordon,  the  alert  drive  of  Grant.  There  is  little  doubt  that 
under  him  Queen’s  will  strengthen  what  Vice-Principal  Mc¬ 
Neill  has  described  as  “her  old  tradition  of  hard  work,  solid 
thinking,  and  useful  living”,  and  that  two  great  destinies 
now  meeting  and  merging,  will  be  richly  fulfllled,  and 
Canada  served  greatly  in  their  fulfilment. 


Summer  School  Activities

QUEEN’S  Summer  School  had  its  inception  in  1910  with 
a  registration  of  some  thirty  or  forty  students.  Since 
then  it  has  grown  steadily  until  at  the  1936  session 
the  student  body  numbered  nearly  one  thousand.  This  success 
may  be  attributed  to  many  causes,  but  it  is  largely  due  to 
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the  fact  that  Queen’s  Summer  School  affords  excellent  op¬ 
portunities  for  teachers  to  improve  their  qualifications  and, 
at  the  same  time,  to  enjoy  an  ideal  holiday. 

The  summer  school  curriculum  has  gradually  been  ex¬ 
tended  till  it  now  includes,  in  addition  to  the  courses  leading 
to  a  University  degree,  such  cultural  courses  as  Drama, 
Music,  and  Fine  Art.  For  several  years  the  Ontario  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  has  offered  at  Queen’s  courses  in  Physical 
Training  and  Upper  School  subjects,  and,  more  recently,  the 
new  Teachers’  Course  in  Education. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  executive  of  the  Queen’s  Summer 
School  Association  to  see  that  the  students  attracted  by  these 
numerous  courses  are  provided  with  an  interesting  social  and 
recreational  programme.  In  this  they  have  been  extremely 
successful,  as  the  following  outline  of  last  summer’s  activities 
will  indicate. 

On  the  opening  night  of  summer  school  an  informal  “get- 
together”  was  held  on  the  campus.  Competitive  group  singing 
and  other  amusing  stunts  were  carried  out,  giving  the 
students  an  opportunity  of  getting  acquainted,  and  making 
them  feel  at  home. 

The  following  evening  the  members  of  the  Faculty 
held  a  formal  reception  for  the  students.  Evidence  of  the 
enjoyment  of  this  function  was  the  fact  that,  in  spite  of  the 
terrific  heat,  the  hall  was  packed  and  the  dance  floor  crowded 
throughout  the  evening. 

Each  succeeding  week  a  special  social  event,  previously 
planned  by  the  social  committee,  took  place.  One  of  these 
was  a  masquerade  in  which  the  students  keenly  participated. 
Another  very  popular  diversion  which  has  become  a  custom 
at  Summer  School  is  the  “Collin’s  Bay  night.”  Students 
were  conveyed  by  cars  and  busses  to  the  wharf  at  Collin’s 
Bay,  where,  gathered  around  a  huge  bonfire,  they  enjoyed  a 
sing-song,  and  feasted  on  watermelon  and  toasted  marsh¬ 
mallows.  From  there  they  proceeded  to  the  Collin’s  Bay 
dancing  pavilion  to  complete  a  very  enjoyable  evening. 
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A  new  experiment  last  summer  which  proved  most 
successful  was  a  boat  trip  down  the  St.  Lawrence,  leaving 
Kingston  at  6  a.m.  and  returning  late  in  the  afternoon.  Many 
of  the  party  took  full  advantage  of  the  dance  music  provided 
throughout  the  day  by  the  orchestra  on  board.  Further 
entertainment  was  provided  by  an  “Amateur  Hour,”  sing¬ 
songs,  etc.  This  trip  was  a  special  treat  for  those  coming 
from  distant  points  who  had  not  been  previously  initiated  in 
the  beauties  of  the  St.  Lawrence. 

Other  interesting  social  events  were  the  parties  given  in 
Ban  Righ  Hall  by  the  girls  in  residence,  and  the  final  dance 
at  the  close  of  the  session. 

The  Sunday  evening  sing-songs,  arranged  by  the  Music 
Committee,  were  another  enjoyable  feature.  The  programme 
on  these  occasions  usually  consisted  of  music  by  the  summer 
school  orchestra,  vocal  or  instrumental  solos  by  talented 
students,  and  an  address  by  one  of  the  faculty. 

Ample  provision  is  also  made  for  those  interested  in 
athletics.  A  schedule  of  tournaments  in  Tennis  and  Badmin¬ 
ton  and  of  games  in  Softball  and  Horseshoes,  is  arranged  by 
the  athletic  committee. 

Swimming  is,  of  course,  very  popular,  and  a  very  enter¬ 
taining  event  in  this  connection  was  the  swimming  meet 
held  in  the  gymnasium.  Exhibitions  of  diving  and  fancy 
swimming,  amusing  novelty  races  and  stunts,  and  a  game  of 
water  polo  contributed  to  an  evening  full  of  fun  for  both 
performers  and  spectators. 

Not  to  be  overlooked  in  reviewing  the  1936  activities  are 
the  two  concerts  given  by  the  students  of  the  Music  and 
Drama  courses.  The  first  of  these  was  an  evening  of  choral 
music  by  the  summer  school  choir  conducted  by  Dr.  Lawrence 
Harrison,  resident  musician  at  Queen’s.  The  second  was  the 
production  of  T.  S.  Eliot’s  Murder  in  the  Cathedral  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Herman  Voaden,  instructor  in  Drama. 
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In  addition  to  all  these  arranged  functions,  much  enjoy¬ 
ment  is  derived  from  privately  planned  picnics,  swimming 
parties,  and  excursions  of  exploration  to  the  many  historic 
sites  about  Kingston. 

Much  more  could  be  said  of  the  activities  at  Queen’s 
Summer  School,  but  perhaps  this  will  suffice  to  give  to  those 
who  are  unfamiliar  with  summer  school  life  an  idea  of  the 
splendid  facilities  to  be  found  there  for  developing  oneself 
physically,  intellectually,  and  aesthetically.

JL  tion  was  held  in  Ban  Righ  Hall,  Saturday,  April  11,  with  the 
President,  Dr.  Dunlop,  in  the  chair.  At  the  opening  of  the  meeting 
the  President  spoke  of  the  deep  loss  which  we,  as  citizens  of  the 
British  Empire  have  suffered  in  the  death  of  King  George,  and  asked 
the  Association  to  express  our  proud  and  grateful  memory  of  his 
greatness  by  standing  for  a  moment  in  silence.

The  Board  of  Trustees  thought  it  inadvisable  to  release  the 
money  until  the  whole  problem  of  Residence  accommodation  for 
women  at  Queen’s  was  thoroughly  discussed,  and  the  members  of 
the  Q.U.A.A.  were  unanimous  on  a  residence  policy. 

For  this  reason  a  Special  General  meeting  of  the  Q.U.A.A.  was 
held  in  Kingston  on  Saturday,  October  10,  at  9  A.M. 


Special  Meeting  Of  The 
Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Association 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Q.U.A.A.,  called  by  the  President  to 
consider  the  question  of  additional  accommodation  for  undergraduates, 
was  held  in  Ban  Righ  Hall  on  Saturday,  October  10,  with  the 
President,  Dr.  Dunlop,  in  the  chair. 

Miss  Charlotte  Whitton  read  a  resolution  expressing  the  deep 
personal  sorrow  felt  by  every  member  of  the  Association  in  the 
death  of  Mrs.  MacPhail,  former  dean  of  the  Avonmore. 
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The  secretary  read  the  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  April  Meeting 
which  dealt  with  the  question  under  discussion. 

Mrs.  A.  Chown  moved,  seconded  by  Miss  Grant,  that  the  ques¬ 
tion-  of  additional  residence  accommodation  be  re-opened. — Carried. 

Miss  Whitton  opened  the  discussion,  stressing  the  necessity  of 
looking  ahead  for  future  needs,  and  making  a  comprehensive  plan 
which  could  be  carried  out  unit  by  unit.  After  some  discussion 
Miss  Flora  Stewart  made  the  following  motion,  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Young: 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  Q.U.A.A.  ask  that  a  committee  of 
members  of  the  Trustee  Board  and  a  committee  of  the  Q.U.A.A. 
should  consider  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  future  development 
of  residence  accommodation  adequate  for  all  of  the  women  students 
for  many  years  to  come,  to  be  built  unit  by  unit  as  the  need  arises 
and  finances  permit. 

A  good  deal  of  discussion  followed.  Miss  Macdonnell  urged  that 
immediate  action  be  taken  so  that  some  additional  dormitories 
might  be  completed  by  September  1,  1937.  Miss  Stewart  incorporated 
the  suggestion  in  her  motion.  The  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

The  President  then  asked  for  discussion  of  details. 

A  number  of  suggestions  were  made  and  discussed.  Eventually 
the  following  motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Miller,  seconded  by  Miss 
Whitton : 

That  the  Alumnae  Association  record  the  following  motion 
transmitted  from  the  Trustee  Board,  passed  this  morning:  viz: 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Full  Board  of  Trustees  held  October  10, 
1936,  the  following  resolution  was  passed. 

“That  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  name  a  committee 
to  examine  the  whole  question  of  the  provisions  and  policy  in  respect 
to  the  need  of  Men’s  and  Women’s  buildings  at  Queen’s; 

“That  this  committee  be  empowered  to  obtain  estimates  of  any 
plans  generally  approved  and  to  refer  the  financial  aspects  of  the 
problem  to  the  Investment  Committee  and  to  report  to  the  full 
Board  of  Trustees;  and 

“That  the  Alumnae  Association  be  asked  to  nominate  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  co-operate  with  the  committee  of  the  Board  so  that  im¬ 
mediate  consideration  may  be  given  to  their  problem”. 
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“That  in  accordance  therewith  the  President  be  authorized  to 
confer  with  the  Executive  in  the  nomination  of  members  of  the  Q.U. 
A. A.  to  serve  on  the  co-operating  Committee  outlined,  and  actually 
to  name  such  members  after  conference  with  the  Board.” 

That  the  Q.U. A. A.  recommend  that  if  it  be  found  to  be  a  part 
of  the  comprehensive  scheme  to  be  outlined  by  the  committee  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  previous  motion,  this  meeting  recommend  the  following 
plan : 

A  stone  wing  to  Ban  Righ  Hall  attached  at  the  west  end  of 
the  present  North  wing,  containing  bedrooms,  dining  rooms,  living 
rooms  for  residents  somewhat  similar  to  the  plans  of  1935,  except 
that  it  should  be  attached  to  the  west  instead  of  the  South  side,  also 
changes  outlined  in  such  plans  to  provide  Union  accommodation  in 
the  East  wing,  and  further  recommend  that  if  the  Board  of  Trustees 
find  that  this  above  project  cannot  be  financed  within  what  they 
deem  a  reasonable  time,  having  regard  to  the  urgency  of  the  need, 
that  a  smaller  unit  of  the  more  comprehensive  plan  be  proceeded  with 
to  the  limit  of  whatever  funds  the  Board  of  Trustees  decide  can  be 
made  immediately  available. 

This  motion  was  carried. 

While  this  resolution  was  being  framed,  Miss  Gordon  announced 
that  there  have  been  no  inquiries  in  connection  with  the  Marty 
Memorial  Scholarship,  and  suggested  that  members  of  the  Q.U. A. A. 
spread  information  concerning  it  to  possible  candidates  in  the 
University. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned.

Gordon  as  convener.  I  he  committee  co-opted  Miss  Laird  as  member 
of  staff. 

No  inquiries  were  made  until  January,  when  the  Registrar  re¬ 
ceived  two  applications.  Application  forms  were  then  drawn  up 
and  sent  to  the  candidates.  These  and  letters  of  recommendation 
were  received  and  considered  by  the  Committee.  The  scholarship 
was  awarded  to  Miss  Winnifred  -Rutledge,  B.A.,  who  is  now  pro¬ 
ceeding  to  the  degree  of  M.A.  and  who  intends  to  do  post  graduate 
work  in  Classics  at  The  University  of  London. 
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The  Committee  would  like  to  make  the  following  recommenda¬ 
tions: 

1.  That  the  thanks  of  the  Association  be  expressed  to  the 
Dean  of  the  Arts  Faculty  for  allowing  his  staff  to  do  clerical  work 
for  the  Committee  and  to  the  Registrar  for  announcing  the  Scholar¬ 
ship  in  the  Calendar. 

2.  That,  whereas  lower  interest  rates  have  made  the  annual 
value  of  the  scholarship  considerably  less  than  was  anticipated  when 
the  sum  of  $25,000  was  set  as  the  total  amount  of  the  fund, 

And  whereas  the  amount  of  $750.00  or  $800.00  at  present  avail¬ 
able  is  so  far  from  being  adequate  to  cover  the  cost  of  a  year’s 
study  overseas,  that  only  persons  with  some  private  means  can 
become  candidates,  thus  possibly  debarring  first  class  students, 

Therefore,  the  fund  be  not  considered  closed,  but  that  a  new 
objective  be  set  which  would  assure  an  annual  income  of  at  least 
$1000. 

3.  That  the  Alumnae  Association  state  definitely  whether  the 
from  Queen’s  or  whether  they  may  have  the  B.A.  from  another 
university  and  the  M.A.  from  Queen’s.  (It  is  already  understood  that 
candidates  may  have  a  B.A.  from  Queen’s  and  an  M.A.  from  else¬ 
where).

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Women’s  Residences 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Special  General  meeting 
of  the  Q.U.A.A.  held  on  October  10,  1936  the  executive  appointed 
the  following  committee  to  meet  with  the  committee  of  the  Trustee 
Board;  Miss  Eva  Coon,  Hamilton;  Mrs.  George  Young,  Toronto; 
Miss  May  Chown,  Kingston;  Mrs.  Norman  McRostie,  Ottawa;  Miss 
Catherine  Holland,  Montreal;  and  Dr.  Florence  Dunlop  as  President. 

On  November  6th,  1936,  at  the  request  of  Dr.  McNeil  this 
committee  met  in  Kingston  to  discuss  the  problem  of  residence 
accommodation  for  women  students  at  Queen’s.  They  met  at  the 
home  of  Miss  May  Chown  for  an  informal  discussion  of  our  views 
concerning  a  residence  for  women.  The  meeting  appointed  Dr. 
Dunlop  chairman,  and  Miss  Holland  as  secretary  for  the  committee. 

On  the  following  night,  November  7th,  the  above  committee  met 
with  the  Principal,  Chancellor,  Vice-Chancellor  and  a  Committee  of 
Trustees  to  discuss  the  whole  problem  of  residences  for  women 
students  at  Queen’s.  Mr.  J.  M.  Macdonnell  presided  at  this  meet¬ 
ing.  After  much  general  discussion  regarding  the  whole  problem 
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of  student  residences,  it  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Ross,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Dunlop,  and  carried  unanimously  (1)  that  this  joint  meeting  is  in 
favour  of  an  addition  to  of  the  West  Wing  of  Ban  Righ  Hall,  in¬ 
cluding  dining-room  accommodation  and  that  the  work  be  proceeded 
with  when  the  additional  money  required,  viz  $60,000,  is  secured; 
(2)  that  a  joint  committee  of  the  Alumnae  and  the  Endowment 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  proceed  immediately  to  consider 
ways  and  means  of  raising  the  above  amount;  (3)  that,  in  the  mean¬ 
time,  a  further  study  of  the  plans  be  proceeded  with.  It  is  under¬ 
stood  that  a  committee  of  the  Alumnae  will  collaborate  with  the 
Building  Committee  of  the  University. 

After  the  meeting  with  the  Trustees,  the  Committee  of  Alumnae 
again  met  at  the  home  of  Miss  Chown.  Those  present  were,  Dr. 
Dunlop,  Mrs.  Young,  Mrs.  Ross,  Mrs.  MacRostie,  Miss  Chown,  ancQ 
Miss  Holland.  This  committee  felt  it  had  no  authority  to  act  as  a 
building  committee,  but  as  such  a  committee  could  not  be  appointed 
until  the  Spring  meeting  of  the  Q.U.A.A.  the  present  committee  dis¬ 
cussed,  quite  informally,  plans  for  proceeding  with  the  project  of  the 
addition  to  Ran  Righ  Hall. 

The  above  committee  again  met  in  Ottawa  at  the  home  of  Dr. 
Dunlop  on  Saturday,  February  20,  at  2.30  P.M.,  and  with  an  inter¬ 
mission  for  high  tea,  which  was  graciously  served  by  Dr.  Dunlop, 
continued  until  late  evening. 

Those  present  were  Mrs.  Ross,  Mrs.  Young,  Miss  Coon,  Miss 
Whitton,  Miss  Holland,  and  Dr.  Dunlop. 

Plans  for  the  new  wing  were  discussed  at  some  length.  It  was 
decided  to  recommend  that  a  building  committee  be  appointed  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Q.U.A.A.  to  complete  these  plans. 

Ways  and  means  of  raising  the  necessary  money  were  also  dis¬ 
cussed.  A  list  of  possible  contributors  was  drawn  up  and  divided 
to  be  distributed  among  various  canvassers.  Mrs.  Ross  telephoned 
the  Principal  and  arranged  to  see  him  on  her  way  home  with  regard 
to  certain  names  suggested  by  the  committee. 

Since  then  some  contributions  have  been  received  including  a  gift 
of  $5000.00  from  Senator  and  Mrs.  A.  C.  Hardy.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  to  interview  other  prospects  in  the  near  future  and  we 
trust  that  the  total  sum  required  will  soon  be  in  hand,  so  that  the 
building  will  be  proceeded  with  without  further  delay.

No  major  changes  have  been  made  in  the  administration  of  Ban 
Righ  Hall  this  year.  Tea  has  been  served  in  the  Common  Room 
every  afternoon  except  Saturday  and  an  increasing  number  of  non¬ 
resident  girls  have  availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity  to  make 
new  friends. 

The  German  Exchange  student  has  been  a  valuable  addition  to 
residence  life,  as  she  has  encouraged  a  number  of  the  students  to 
speak  German  at  table.  She  has  entered  into  the  student  activities 
with  zest  and  has  made  several  speeches  to  the  clubs  of  the  community. 
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The  health  of  the  women  students  has  been  satisfactory  according 
to  the  report  of  the  medical  officer  of  the  University. 

While  we  have  won  no  championships  in  the  field  of  sport  this 
year,  a  large  group  of  students  have  been  keenly  interested  in  the 
various  athletic  activities  provided  and  Miss  Ross  and  Miss  D’Esterre 
have  given  valuable  leadership  throughout  the  year. 

The  Dean  of  Women  received  120  applications  for  the  50  places 
available  in  the  residences  for  senior  students  for  the  1937-38  session. 
The  majority  of  those  not  accepted  have  already  reserved  rooms 
for  next  year  in  supervised  boarding  houses.  This  will  obviate  to  a 
large  extent,  the  confusion  which  otherwise  would  exist  in  September 
with  a  large  number  of  students  looking  for  boarding  houses.  It 
also  permits  the  Dean  of  Women  to  give  her  whole  time  to  the 
freshettes  during  the  first  week  of  the  autumn  term. 

In  1936  the  residences  were  filled  to  capacity  for  the  Summer 
Session  and  all  rooms  in  Ban  Righ  Hall  are  already  reserved  for  the 
coming  summer. 

Ban  Righ  Hall  will  be  open  this  summer  for  the  Universities 
Conference  and  for  the  Conference  on  Canadian-American  Affairs. 

The  Ban  Righ  House  Council  has  been  loyal  to  the  tradition  of 
“self-government”  which  has  grown  up  through  the  years.  The 
President  and  officers  of  Levana  have  proven  themselves  to  be  a 
very  efficient  executive  and  the  relationship  of  staff  and  students 
has  been  admirable  throughout  the  year. 

In  closing  may  I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Principal  for 
his  unfailing  courtesy  and  for  his  interest  in  the  problems  of  the 
women  students,  to  the  Ban  Righ  Board,  to  Miss  Tett,  Miss  Pidgeon 
and  to  all  members  of  the  staff  who  have  served  with  me  this  year.

On  behalf  of  the  Kingston  Branch  of  the  Queen’s  Alumnae 
Association  I  wish  to  submit  the  following  report: — 

Since  the  Annual  Meeting  held  last  March,  we  have  held  five 
regular  meetings  in  the  Common  Room  at  Ban  Righ  Hall,  and  a 
formal  dinner  meeting,  also  at  Ban  Righ,  before  the  students  re¬ 
turned  in  January.  We  are  very  much  indebted  to  the  Residence 
officials  for  their  excellent  co-operation  in  providing  us  with  facilities 
and  pleasant  surroundings  on  all  occasions.  This  fact  stimulates  in¬ 
terest  in  our  meetings,  and  at  all  our  functions  the  attendance  has 
been  good. 
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In  April  we  enjoyed  Mrs.  Duncan  Boucher’s  address  on  “Flowers 
and  Gardens”,  coming  at  the  season  when  our  minds  are  occupied  with 
plans  for  beautifying  our  home  surroundings. 

In  May  we  were  asked  by  the  University  to  cater  for  the  Con¬ 
vocation  Tea,  which  proved  to  be  a  good  financial  venture  for  our 
organization. 

The  first  meeting  in  the  Autumn  was  of  special  interest  when 
we  all  had  the  opportunity  of  welcoming  Mrs.  Wallace  informally — 
followed  by  a  very  interesting  musical  program  including  a  talk  by 
Miss  Lois  Baker  on  her  very  delightful  summer,  spent  on  the  Continent 
studing  music  and  attending  a  great  Musical  festival  in  Salsburg. 

Again  the  Alumnae  were  asked  to  cater  for  the  reception  for 
Principal  and  Mrs.  Wallace  which  was  held  in  Grant  Hall  during  the 
evening  following-  Dr.  Wallace’s  installation  as  Principal  of  Queen’s. 
The  Committee  in  charge  managed  this  event  so  skillfully  by  “letting 
the  contracts”,  as  it  were,  to  various  women  to  make  sandwiches, 
little  cakes,  etc.,  that  again  we  found  it  very  profitable  financially 
without  having  to  ask  individuals  to  donate  food  during  a  very  busy 
and  stimulating  week-end  of  College  events. 

In  November  Major  MacKay  of  the  Whig-Standard,  thrilled  us 
all  with  a  very  graphic  account  of  the  Vimy  Pilgrimage — its  organiza¬ 
tion  and  the  enthusiasm  with  which  the  “Pilgrims”  returned  to  visit 
the  places  which  were  filled  with  so  many  memories  of  honour  and 
heroism.  Now  all  the  honour  obliterated  by  nature  and  the  work  of 
man,  with  only  an  occasional  scar  left  as  grim  reminder  of  1914-18. 
Vimy  Ridge,  itself  symbolizing  Canada’s  part  in  the  struggle,  with 
our  own  beautiful  memorial  rising  to  dominate  the  landscape. 

In  December  Prof.  Prince,  who  is  always  a  welcome  guest,  gave 
us  a  very  instructive  resume  of  the  present  European  situation,  and 
the  various  events  and  reasons  leading  up  to  the  growth  and  develop¬ 
ment  of  Communism,  Fascism  and  Nazism.  His  explanations  are 
always  so  easily  followed,  and  to  most  of  us,  a  very  hazy  picture 
was  made  clear. 

In  January  we  had  a  most  enjoyable  Dinner  Meeting,  and  Prof. 
Bieler  was  our  guest  speaker.  His  unusual  and  very  happy  style  in 
presenting  his  address  was  warmly  received  by  the  audience.  We  were 
taken,  figuratively,  to  explore  the  group  of  Islands  in  the  St.  Lawrence 
river  lying  off  Quebec  City,  and  were  delighted  with  the  quaint 
customs  and  picturesque  folk  found  there. 
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In  February,  Prof.  Alexander  told  ns  of  his  associations  in 
Sweden,  where  he  was  a  lecturer  in  English  at  the  oldest  University 
in  that  country,  before  he  came  to  Queen’s.  He  has  revisited  Sweden 
a  number  of  times  and  has  a  great  knowledge  of  the  country  and 
its  problems,  which  he  passed  on  to  us  in  a  most  interesting  manner. 

Following  our  regular  meetings,  refreshments  are  served  by  a 
committee,  and  the  social  hour  thus  becomes  an  integral  part  of  the 
Alumnae  meetings.  Misses  Betty  Smith  and  Marion  Lyons  were  very 
able  conveners  of  this  committee.  Mrs.  Ian  MacLachlan  was  in  charge 
of  the  programs  for  the  year  and  wishes  to  thank  the  many  people 
who  took  part  so  splendidly,  making  our  meetings  most  enjoyable. 

The  money  raised  this  year  has  been  alloted  to  various  needs. 
Our  main  expenditure  during  the  past  few  years  has  been  to  the 
Marty  Memorial  Scholarship  fund  to  which  we  have  contributed 
$145.00  this  year.

Ottnzvo — 

The  Ottawa  Branch  of  the  Queen’s  Alumnae  Association  com¬ 
menced  its  yearly  activities  with  a  well  attended  dinner  at  the 
Chelsea  Club  in  Ottawa,  1935. 

The  Annual  Bridge  and  Fashion  Show  in  the  Chateau  Laurier 
in  January,  1936,  convened  by  Mrs.  Howard  Rees  and  Miss  Mary 
Reid,  received  an  enthusiastic  response.  The  proceeds  of  $108  were 
donated  to  the  Marty  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund. 

Late  in  May,  1936,  a  tea  was  held  at  the  Chelsea  Club,  in  honour 
of  Dr.  Florence  Dunlop,  president  of  the  General  Alumnae.  Mrs. 
Holmes  convened  this  delightful  event  which  was  attended  by  97 
graduates  and  friends. 

A  Fall  meeting  was  held  in  October,  1936,  at  the  Chelsea  Club 
and  took  the  form  of  a  dinner  party.  There  were  95  present  on 
this  occasion.  Dr.  Florence  Dunlop  presented  the  situation  which 
exists  in  regard  to  further  residence  requirements  and  union  facilities 
for  the  women  students  at  Queen’s.  In  a  clear  and  impartial 
manner,  she  placed  before  the  meeting  the  plans  which  had  been 
suggested  for  meeting  these  needs — the  West  Wing  on  Ban  Righ 
Hall  scheme  and  the  Gordon  House  re-building  scheme.  A  lengthy 
discussion  followed  after  which  the  following  resolution  was  framed: — 

“The  Ottawa  members  of  the  Q.U.A.A.  present  at  a  meeting 
held  at  the  Chelsea  Club,  Oct.  5,  1936,  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Alumnae  Association  should  consider  the  adoption,  at  this  time, 
of  a  comprehensive  plan  of  Residence  and  Union  facilities  for  all 
the  women  students  of  the  University.  This  should  provide  for 
development,  according  to  a  permanent  plan,  of  each  unit  of  the 
whole,  as  circumstances  and  expediency  suggested,  and  should  be 
worked  out  in  collaboration  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  its 
initial  stages,  in  accordance  with  University  planning  in  building 
and  finances. 

In  view  of  the  present  urgent  need  for  further  accommodation, 
the  Q.U.A.A.  recommend  proceeding  at  once  with  the  erection  of 
the  West  Wing  on  Ban  Righ  Hall,  on  such  terms  as  the  Board 
of  Trustees  may  approve. 

A  vote  was  taken  on  this  resolution  in  order  that  the  Executive 
would  know  and  be  able  to  express  the  opinion  of  the  Ottawa 
Branch  at  the  Special  General  Meeting  in  Kingston.  Seventy-one 
voted  in  favour  of  the  resolution,  none  opposed  it  while  two  re¬ 
frained  from  voting. 
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The  Bridge  for  1937  was  held  at  the  Chateau  Laurier  in  January 
under  the  able  convenorship  of  Mrs.  Waddell,  Mrs.  Holmes  and  Miss 
Helen  Wilson.  More  than  300  were  in  attendance. 

In  an  endeavour  to  foster  a  closer  bond  of  friendship  and  service 
among  the  local  Alumnae,  the  members  were  arranged  in  October, 
1935,  into  9  groups  under  the  following  conveners:  Miss  Della 
Stewart,  Mrs.  O.  D.  Skelton,  Miss  Marjorie  Gordon,  Mrs.  C.  Bland, 
Miss  Elnora  Wilson,  Miss  Mary  McNabb,  Miss  Marjorie  Gray,  Mrs. 
J.  J.  Dunlop  and  Miss  Mary  Reid.  Through  the  efforts  of  these 
groups  $90  has  been  contributed  to  our  funds. 

We  are  able  to  report  a  paid-up  membership  to  the  General 
Alumnae  of  62  members  and  a  fine  spirit  of  friendliness  and  en¬ 
thusiasm  in  the  local  branch.

Candidates  must  have  the  Master’s  degree  when  they  hold 
the  scholarship  but  not  necessarily  when  they  apply  for  it.  Further 
information  may  be  obtained  from  the  Registrar’s  Office. 

The  first  award  of  the  Marty  Memorial  Scholarship  has  been 
made  to  Miss  Winifred  Rutledge  for  post-graduate  study  abroad.  Miss 
Rutledge  has  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  with  honours  in  Classics;

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Constitution  of  the 

Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Association 

I.  Name 

The  Association  shall  be  called  “The  Queen’s  University  Alumnae 
Association.” 

II.  Aims 

The  aims  of  the  Association  shall  be : 

1.  To  serve  as  a  bond  of  union  among  the  Alumnae  of  the  University. 

2.  To  initiate  and  promote  any  scheme  for  the  special  benefit  of  the 
women  students. 

3.  To  promote  the  general  interests  of  the  University. 

III.  Membership 

Members  shall  be  known  as  Honorary,  Associate  and  Active. 

1.  Honorary  membership  may  be  conferred  on  such  persons  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Association  are  entitled  to'  such  distinction.  They  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  dues,  but  shall  neither  vote  nor  hold 
office.  They  shall  be  elected  by  the  Association,  after  recommendation 
by  the  executive  committee. 

2.  Associate  members  shall  be  wives  of  professors  and  trustees  of  the 
University,  and  women  members  of  the  staff,  whose  names  appear  in  the 
Calendar,  and  Alumnae  of  two  years’  standing  joining  after  May,  1917. 
They  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  but  shall  not  be  eligible  for  office. 

3.  Active  members  shall  be  all  women  graduates  of  the  University, 
and  all  Alumnae  of  two  years’  standing  who  have  joined  previous  to 
May  1917.  They  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  the  Association. 

IV.  Fees 

1.  Associate  and  Active  Members  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  one 
dollar. 

2.  No  member  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  or  to  hold  office  whose 
fees  are  not  paid  up  to  date. 

V.  Officers  and  Executive  Committee 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  elected  annually  and 
shall  be  as  follows : 

(a)  President,  (b)  1st  Vice-President,  (c)  2nd  Vice-President,  (d) 
3rd  Vice-President,  (e)  Secretary,  (f)  Treasurer. 

These  officers,  together  with  eight  elected  Councillors,  the  immediate 
Past  President,  the  Conveners  of  Standing  Committees,  the  Investment 
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Treasurer,  the  Archivist,  and  the  Presidents  of  Branch  Alumnae  Associa¬ 
tions  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee. 

2.  Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Executive,  and  members 
who  cannot  be  present  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  proxy  in  writing, 
but  no  member  shall  hold  more  than  one  proxy. 

3.  The  nomination  and  election  of  officers  and  councillors  shall  take 
place  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

4.  Nominations  shall  be  by  Committee  of  three  appointed  by  the 
President  at  least  two  months  before  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  by  open 
nomination. 

5.  The  voting  shall  be  by  ballot. 

6.  The  election  of  the  President  must  be  held  before  the  nomination 
of  the  other  officers. 

7.  The  Levana  Society  shall  elect  one  of  the  Councillors. 

VI.  Committees 

There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees : 

1.  Membership. 

2.  Editorial  staff  of  Alumnae  News. 

3.  Representation  of  Women. 

4.  Employment  of  Women. 

5.  Scholarship. 

Conveners  of  such  committees,  an  Assistant  Secretary,  an  Archivist,  a 
Business  Manager  of  the  News,  and  an  Investment  Treasurer  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  at  its  first  regular  meeting  after 
the  Annual  Meeting,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year. 

Special  committees  may  be  appointed  from  time  to  time,  and  their 
conveners  may  be  invited  to  attend  executive  sessions. 


VII.  Representation  on  the  Administration  Board  of 

Ban  Righ  Hall 

The  Alumnae  Association  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  also  nominate  annually  six  members  to  the  Administra¬ 
tion  Board  of  Ban  Righ  Hall,  of  whom  the  President  shall  be  one,  and 
of  whom,  if  possible,  at  least  four  shall  be  members  who  acted  the 
previous  year. 


VIII.  Meetings 

1.  The  regular  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  annually  at 
Kingston  on  the  Saturday  before  Easter,  providing  however  that  should 
any  unusual  circumstance  arise,  the  Executive  upon  at  least  one  month’s 
notice  thereof  may  advance  or  defer  the  meeting  to  another  more  suitable  date. 

2.  Any  member  in  good  standing  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint, 
in  writing,  a  proxy,  but  no  member  shall  hold  more  than  one  proxy. 

3.  In  case  of  emergency  or  at  the  request  of  five  members,  the 
President  shall  instruct  the  Secretary  to  call  a  special  meeting. 
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4.  A  reunion  shall  be  held  in  Toronto  in  the  month  of  July  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  Alumnae  in  touch  with  the  Association.  The  date 
and  form  of  this  meeting  shall  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee 
or  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Executive. 

5.  There  shall  be  three  meetings  cf  the  Executive  Committee  held 
each  year  in  Kingston,  one  preceding  the  Annual  Meeting,  one  following 
the  Annual  Meeting  and  one  at  some  other  date  in  the  year  to  be  determin¬ 
ed  by  the  President.  Meetings  shall  be  held  at  such  other  times  and 
places  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  notice  having  been  given  at  least 
one  week  in  advance.  The  meeting  following  the  Annual  Meeting  shall 
be  attended  by  both  the  out-going  and  the  in-coming  Executive  Committees. 

IX.  Amendments 

1.  Alterations  or  additions  may  be  made  to  this  constitution  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  notice  of  the  proposed  changes 
having  been  given  with  the  announcement  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  at 
least  three  weeks  before  the  date  of  such  meeting. 


By-Laws 

I.  By-laws  may  be  passed  or  suspended  by  a  three-quarters  vote  of 
the  members  present  and  voting,  at  any  meeting  of  the  entire  Association. 

II.  Affiliations. 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  affiliated  with  the  National  Council  of 
Women. 

2.  This  Association  shall  be  affiliated  with  the  Canadian  Federation  of 
University  Women. 

The  fee  for  affiliation  and  Federation  scholarship  shall  be  apportioned 
among  the  branches  in  a  ratio  to  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  notice  of  the  amount  due  shall  be  sent  by  the  Treasurer  to 
the  Branch  Treasurers  following  the  Autumn  Executive  Meeting,  pay¬ 
ment  to  be  made  through  the  Association  Treasurer.
